OVER NATION’S HEAD 


London, July 13.—Soldiers, sailors, 
and thousands of special constables 
;drawn from the body of British citi- 
|zenship, will be used by the govern- 
|ment to prevent irreparable damage 
jto the industrial structure of the na- 
jtion in the event of a national mine 


strike. 

With but ten days intervening be- 
jtween the expiration of the mine op- 
‘erators’ notice of termination of the 
loxisting wages and hours of labor 
jagreement, the government today will 
begin desperate efforts to end the 
stalemate existing between employers 
land workers, 

If the government fails, and the 
11,000,000 miners down tools, Great 
Britain may be the scene of the most 


{disastrous labor trouble in her history. 


The miners are assured of the sup- 
port, in one form or another, or mil- 
lions of their fellow workers in other 
branches of industry, so that the 
strike may paralyze transport and

Canada is World’s 
Largest Wheat Exporter 


A forecast of the United States’ 
wheat crops by the United States de- 
partment of agriculture indicates that 
the part which Canada must play in 
supplying the world’s wheat, market 
will this year be more important than 
ever, as a falling off of 212,000,000 
bushels is anticipated in the United 
States. Canada is already the larg- 
est exporter of wheat in the world and 
these figures indicate that she is with- 
in measurable distance of becoming 
the largest actual producer. 


Have Advantage 
in Freight Rates 


Canada enjoys the lowest freight 
rates of any country in the world, ac- 
cording to claims made by executives 
of the Canadian railways who recent- 
ly appeared in Ottawa in connection 
with the discussions on freight rates. 
It is also claimed that the rates on 
Canadian railways are considerably 
below those of the competitive lines 
in the United States. This contention 
is supported by the report on the 
wheat situation made to the president 
of the United States by the late 
Henry C. Wallace, secretary of agri- 
culture, in which it was pointed out 
that Canadian farmers enjoyed great 
advantages over American farmers on 
account of the lower freight rates in 
Canada, 


THE CANADIAN FLAG 


Ottawa, July 183.—Although the gov- 
ernment has cancelled the committee 
which had been appointed to consider 
designs for a new flag with the Can- 
adian escuteheon on the Union Jack, 
protests are still coming in, largely 
from Orange lodges in Ontario. They 


are based on the theory that it was; 
intended to replace the Union Jack,! 


whereas it has been explained in par- 
liament that no such idea was enter- 
tained, Rather, as a compliment to 
the Canadian flag at sea, it was pro- 
posed that there should be in addition 
to the Union Jack, and using the lat- 
ter as a base, a distinet flag to fly on 
land, the same as Australia, New 
Zealand and South Africa have. Noth- 
ing now is to be done until parlia- 
ment acts in the matter, 

While there is indication of the 
Ontario protest being organized, the 
way the subject was tackled and some 
aspects of the personnel of the com- 
mittee, suggested that the effort was 
rather unortunate. 

The Canadian flag now authorized 
is used only by government-owned ves- 
sels and other vessels on the Cana- 
dian registry. It is a flag properly for 
naval use only, though sometimes it 
is used on land. In the former case 
the flag is the blue ensign with the 
Canadian arms in the fly, while mer- 
chant vessels on the Canadian regis- 
try use a similar red ensign. Under

SIZE OF EGGS 


phe IS IMPORTANT 


We have it on the authority of no 
less a person than the Dominion Poul- 
try husbandman, that the problem of 
small eggs is becoming more and more 
pronounced the longer the breeding 
for high egg production is continued. 
Thus it becomes necessary, as he fur- 
ther says in his report for 1924, that 
the greatest care in selecting a male 
to head the flock should be taken to 
see that he is from large egg stock. 
Records do not show that a high pro- 
ducing bird is bound to ay a small 
egg, but they indicate that unless care- 
ful selection is followed there is a 
tendency for the size of eggs to de- 
crease as production increases. <A 
bird that does not lay eggs that aver- 
ages 24 ounces to the dozen cannot 
be registered no matter how many 
eggs she may lay. Attention to this 
matter of size, as well as to heavy 
yield, is being given by the poultry 
| division at Ottawa and data is being 
lcollected that will be made public, as 
the report says, in due season.
